Thess are certain to play an im- 
portant part in the growth of the city 


and the enrichment of our people. 


The importance of exploiting and 
developing the natural resourees of 
the Edmonton district at this pati- 
cular time cannot be emphasized too 
greatly. For twenty five years it has 
been the generally aceepted theory 


that great deposits of natural gas and 
petroleum underlie the slightly wooded 
and rently rolling lands of Northern 
Alberta, so attractive to the farmer 


and stock raiser. 


NATURAL GAS. 

Enterprising men of our city have 
sunk a gas’ we!) in the heart of the 
city. They have found gas and will 
ficd moro of it. The enormous 
influence upon the growth of a city 
caused bya great supply of natural 
gas is shown in the history of Pitts- 
burg, Pa. 


In that city, large wanufaeturers, 


impressed with the importance ef the} 


fuel, sought their own fields with 
their Own companies, and sume of 
there ventures have grown to such 
size that one large steel company now 
mas 100,900 acres of producing gas 
land under lease easily accessible to 
Pittsburg, has 130 producing wells, 
300 miles of pipe line, and an annual 
supply of 11,000,000,(00 cubic teet of 
gas. It is estimated that the daily 
consumption of natural gas in the 
Pittsburg district in 1903 was 
350,000,000 cubic feat, 130,000 fami- 
lies being supplied from 2,000 wells 
by companies having au aggregate 
capital of $60,000,000. Over 750,000 
acres of gas lands are held undes 
lease, one company having over 37o, 
ooo acres, with a daily production of 
over 800,000,000 cubic feet and «a 
daily corsumption of 200,000,000 
cubic feet, while another large com- 
pany, with 300,000 acres under lease, 
has a yearly consumption of neariy 
32,000,000,000 cubic feet among 60,000 
customers. ln the Pittsburg district 
alone, the pipe lines aggregaie in 
length 4,000 miles, and over 500 new 
wells are drilled each year to maintain 
the eupply.

The petroleum resources of Ed- 
monton district are also being tested.

Among the questions likely to come 
up for consideration and legislative 
action by the council during the 
year isthat of the city pound. The 
eon:ideration of present arrangements 
came within the ken of the Alder- 
men at a recent meeting in a manner 
likely to induce steps towards an al- 
teration of system. An account was 
presented tc the council for $76 pound 
keep of unclaimed cow. The pound 
keeper had found it impossible to 
dispose of the bovise prisoner by 
auction sale and when he tried to 
sell her privately the prospective pur- 
ghacer put a maximum valuation 1 
her of 5oc, she was finally destroyed 
and the bill for her arrest and sub- 
sequent fodder and attention caroe up 
to the city authorities for payment. 
The account was paid but the oppor- 
tunity was taken by some of the 
Aldermen to intimate that steps must 
be taken to prevent this particular 
chapter of history repeating itself, 
and to permanently and satisfactorily 
solve the city pound problem. 


The town pound was one of the 
standing troubles of the council for 
many years, and its history was varied 
and inveresting. The trouble was 
to make the business pay for the 
running of the machinery. The 
pound has usually been provided by 
one of the stabe keepers, his remun- 
eration comizg from fees fixed by the 
council. The trouble was to secure 
some one to shoulder the responsibility 
of impounding animals and answering 
to the public therefor, on a commission 
basis. Arrangements were made at 
times with private parties to act in 
this capacity but their tenure of office 
was generaily short and not alto- 
gether pleasant. The police 
ordered to do the work but they found 
it more exciting even than their other 
duties and were relieved of it. Of 
late the market clerk has also been 
pound keeper, but on request he has 
new been freed from the duty, and 
the appointment of a keeper, either

on salary cr fees will of necessity con- 
front the council at an early date. 


The present fire by law, or build- 
ing by law also promises the employ- 
ment of some of the time and atten- 
tien of the council. This by Jaw was 
put in force some yeers since for the 
purp.se of preventing the erection of 
unprotected frame buildings in the 
more congested portion ef the business 
section of the city. Violations of the 
by law have bsen permitted from time 
to time for cause but the purpose of it 
has not been abandoned. The chief 
Giffculty found in enforcing it has 
been in fixing the limits within which 
it should be operative. These have 
been extended we-tward along Jasper 
avenue as require! but the proper 
definition of the north end south bonn- 
daries cf the Jimits has been always a 
subject of divergent views, The lane 
ronning east and west through the 
first row of blocks north of Jasper 
avenue was made the northera limit, 
but this permits the erection of frame | 
buildings on the north side of the lane, | 
only twenty feet distant from the rear 
of Main street blocks which run back 
the ful! depth cf the lots.

Though the request was not granted 
the discussion served to reveal the 
presence of a strong sentiment in the 
couacil in favor of the total abolition 
of the by Jaw on the ground that its 
effect in restricting building in the 
business section of the city more thaa 
counterbalanced any advaniage gained 
in the class of the buildings erected. 
Alderman Bellamy voiced this senti- 
ment by pointing out that the effect 
of the restriction was to interfere with 
tke natural course of municipal pro- 
gress, He pointed out that the first 
building erected in a village were 
usually small frame structures, which 
were enlarged and eventually replaced 
by large permanent structures as the 
prosperity of the owners or occupants 
warranted and a3 the expansion of 
business demanded. 

This was a direct challenge of the 
fundamental principle and purpose of 
the by law, and as the view was en- 
dorsed other Aldermen suggested that 
the merits of the existing by law 
would be very seriously considered by 
the council at some future time.
